president would normally have 
time to consult with Congress," 
adding "there can be, however, 
emergency situations 
wherein 


the president might have to take 
action very, very quickly where- 
in there might be the element 
of time and-or the element of 
surprise, which might have a 
bearing upon the success of 
whatever 
tactical 
operation 


might be involved, and when the 
president might not be able to 
immediately 
consult 
with 


congressional leaders. 


"Parenthetically," Byrd add- 


ed, "I do not think that was the 
case in the instance of April 30. 
I think that some congressional 
leaders could have been consult- 
ed." 


Dole, however, disagreed. "I 


assume," he said, "you could do 
everything under the Cooper- 
Church resolution except take 
up residence (in Cambodia) if 
you're in uniform." He added he 
was sure the amendment would 
not bar a repetition of the April 
30 attack without congressional 
consultation.

12 persons arrested last week 
for the first airline hijacking 
plot reported in the Soviet Un- 
ion, according to Jewish inform- 
ants in Moscow. 


The 
newspaper 
Leningrad 


Pravda gave this two-sentence 
report of the incident: "On June 
15, a group of criminals trying 
to seize a scheduled plane was 
detained. An investigation 
is 


being conducted." 


The informants in Moscow 


said 12 persons, 19 to 45 years 
old, were arrested at the Lenin- 
grad airport before they at- 
tempted to board the Aeroflot 
plane for a flight to Karelia, 
near the Finnish border. 


Six of those detained were 


said to be among 37 signers of a 
recent letter to United Nations 
Secretary -General u Thant ap- 
pealing for his aid in getting So- 
net authorities to permit them 
to go to Israel. The non-Jews in 
the group were trying to flee to 
the West, the Moscow sources 
said.

The request was granted. It 


came at the opening of the trial 
of Pfc. Thomas R. Boyd Jr., 19, 
Evansville, Ind., one of four Ma- 
rines charged in the deaths of 
five Vietnamese women and 11 
children Feb. 19. 


All were accused of shooting 


the Vietnamese on a night pa- 
trol in the Viet Cong-infested 
village of Son Thang, 27 miles 
south of Da Nang.

olent crimes in all areas of the 
nation were up 12 per cent in 
the first three months of the 
year compared with the same 
period last year. It said the rate 
of increase in first-quarter 1SP9 
had been 15 per cent, for a drop 
in the rate of increase this year 
of 3 per cent. 


In the 58 cities with 250,000 or 


more population, the first-quar- 
ter rate of increase was 17 per 
cent last year and 10 per cent 
this year, for a drop of 7 per 
cent. 


However, first-quarter proper* 


ty crimes were up 13 per cent 
this year and 10 per cent last 
year—a rise in the rate of in-

Over-all, crime was up 8 per

tinian guerrilla groups who t-se 
their countries as springboards 
for raids against Israel. 


Egyptian 
President 
Gamal 


Abdel Nasser was among the 
heads of state and others who 
assembled in Tripoli, ostensibly 
to 
celebrate 
evacuation 
of 


American and British military 
bases in the North African de- 
sert nation. 


The Libyan news agency said 


"the Palestinian question and 
the great number of commando 
organizations" were discussed. 
Representatives of the 
Joint 


Committee of the Palestinian 
Guerrilla Organization attend- 
ed. 


Yasir Arafat, the chief guer- 


rilla leader, did not attend but 
he sent the conference a mes- 
sage urging it to intervene to 


prevent new fighting between 
the guerrillas and the Jordanian 
army. 


"The situation is so grave that 


a new eruption is likely at any 
moment," said Arafat, adding 
that the cease-fire agreement is 
being "ueriously endangered by 
provocative acts by those who 
engineered the previous clash- 
es." 


Presumably he was referring 


to antiguerrilla elements in the 
Jordanian army. But dissension 
has also been prevalent in re- 
cent months between moderate 
and radical factions of the Pal- 
estinian guerrillas raiding Is- 
rael from Jordan and Lebanon. 


Attending the Tripoli meeting 


in addition to Nasser were Hus- 
sein, the Libyan leader Col. 
Muammar 
Kadafi, 
President 


Hassan El Bakr of Iraq, Syrian 
President Nureddin El Atassi 
and Lebanese 
President Dr. 


Charles Helou. Kuwait, Sudan, 
Tunisia. Algeria and Morocco 
sent lesser ranking representa- 
tives. 


Meanwhile, along the battle 


lines, the Israeli air force kept 
up its daily raids on Egyptian 
positions along the Suez Canal. 


The Egyptian military com- 


mand said there were two five- 
hour raids Sunday, 
with 36

Israel said all its planes re-

Arab terrorists threw a gre- 


nade at n tourist bus in the oc- 
cupied city of Hebron Sunday, 
but it missed and wounded two 
Arabs, (he Israeli military com- 
mand said. They also reported a 
grenade was thrown at a bank 
in Khan Unis. in the Gaza strip, 
but said it caused no damage or 
injuries.

was fighting strong American 
pressure to agree to territorial 
concessions to the Arabs. 


The papers said Washington 


wan holding up agreement to 
sell Israel more warplanes until 
Israel announces acceptance of 
the U.N. Security Council reso- 
lution of November 1967. The 
resolution calls on Israel to 
withdraw from Arab land occu- 
pied in the 19G7 Middle East war 
and on the Arabs to make peace 
with Israel.

Brazil Takes 
World Title 
in Soccer

MEXICO 
CITY, ( A P ) - 


World soccer champions Brazil 
today prepared to return home 
to a triumphant reception and 
national holiday after retiring 
the Jules Rimet Cup for keeps 
in a finals game against Italy 
where 
attacking 
genius 


triumphed over defensive tac- 
tics. 


Italian Coach Ferruccio Val- 


carcggi glumly paid Brazil the 
best compliment in his dressing 
room after Italy's 4-1 defeat. 


"The Brazilians played as if 


they had wings," Valcareggi 
said. And they did. 


Since Brazil began the long 


road to the World Cup last Au- 
gust, the team never dropped its 
attacking brand of soccer. 


Twelve 
straight victories— 


without a single tie—gave the 
Brazilians 
possession 
of 
the 


golden cup which they had won 
twice before. 


Brazil did not start off as top 


favorite. 


There was talk that Brazil 


had too many forwards, and not 
enough talented backs. 


The controversy culminated 


in the firing of Coach Jao Sal- 
danha and his replacement by 
Mario Jorge Lobo Zagalo, one of 
the men who won the World Cup 
for Brazil in 1958 and 1962. 


Zagalo kept to a methodical 


plan which provided 130 days of 
pre-World Cup training for the 
players. The Brazilians 
were 


the first of the 16 finalist teams 
to arrive in Mexico, on May 1. 


More than 250 crates of equip- 


ment, medicine and food were 
shipped to Mexico. Once here, 
the players were rigidly protect- 
ed by private guards and a 
strict training routine. 


But organization did not win 


the Brazilians the World Cup. It 
was the brilliant sprinting an 
dribbling of a player like Jair- 
zinho, who scored a goal in ev- 
ery game. 


It was the midfield tactics of 


Gerson 
and 
Rivellino, which 


opened gaps in the defense of It- 
aly, the tightest in the world. 


Until the first half, the game 


looked like a tossup, despite 
constant Brazilian attacks. 


But 
in 
the 
second 
part, 


drained by nervous tension and 
physical effort, the Italian de- 
fense crumbled. Gerson, Jair- 
zinho and even right back Car- 
los Alberto came through with 
three quick goals, to make the 
Brazilian triumph total. 


And of course, there was Pele, 


playing what he said would be 
his last World Cup. He stayed 
further back than usual but 
came to the fore with piercing 
bursts of speed, smiling wanly 
when he missed a shot at goal. 


He scored the first Brazilian 


goal of the game. 


When it was all over, the en- 


suing 
pandemonium 
in 
the 


112,000 seat Azteca Stadium was 
perhaps not as wild as Wembley 
Stadium when England won in 
1966. 


But the Brazilians, crowd fa- 


vorites since the start, had their 
share of cheers as they ran 
around the pitch, on fans' shoul- 
ders, escorted by harried police 
and wading green and yellow 
national flags. 


The dejected Italians retired 


to their hotel and prepared to 
leave for home with a chartered 
plane on Sunday night.

JAKARTA (AP) -- The body 


of Sukarno, Indonesia's founder 
and first president who spenl 
the final years of his lite in iso- 
lated house arrest, was flown to- 
day to his birthplace in East 
Java for a state funeral.

after an all-night vigil, lined the 
12M: miles from Sukarno's man- 
sion on the outskirts of Jakarta 
to Halim Air Force Base.

Q—My daughter, 2. is .1« 


inches tall. Does ihis menu 
that she will be fi feet 4 when 
she quits growing? In a re- 
cent column you said that 
female hormones would curb 
a girl's growth. Is there any 
disadvantage to this treat- 
ment? 


A—The rule of thumb used 


to predict adult height is 
fairly accurate. 1 know of no 
way'to curb your daughter's 
growth except by giving her 
hormones 
(hydrocortisone. 


pituitary or estrogens) when 
she is 10 or 11 years old. 
Such treatment, the results 
of which cannot be guar- 
anteed, should be given only 
on the advice of her physi- 
cian 
w h e n 
that age 
is 


reached. Estrogens must be 
given only with the full un- 
derstanding that they will 
cause enlargement of (lie 
breasts and uterus, early on- 
set of menstruation and pre- 
mature stimulation of sexual 
desire. 


Q—I am a girl, 13. When 


I go on a roller coaster at 
the fair I get dizzy. What 
can I do to get over this? 


A—If you go on a roller 


coaster you are less likely to 
get dizzy if you lean forward 
and try" to "push the car to 
make "it go faster. Persons 
who are fearful and try to 
hold back miss all the fun 
and wind up feeling terrible. 
If this doesn't work and, if 
your doctor approves, you 
might try an antihistamine 
20^or 30 minutes before you 
go on the ride. 


Q—When our son, 13, was 
84 an eye examination at 
school revealed that he was 
not seeing with his right eye. 
A specialist diagnosed it as 
amblyopia. For a year he 
wore a patch, on his good eye 
to strengthen the weak one. 
Then, for a year, he had eye 
exercises but he has shown 
no real improvement. Will 
the amblyopic eye remain 
healthy except for the loss 
of vision or is there danger 
of infection? 


A —This letter illustrates 


the tragedy of not discover- 
ing "lazy eye" blindness be- 
fore a child enters school. If 
treatment is not started be- 
fore age 6, it will not help. 
The amblyopic eye is nor- 
mal in appearance. It can- 
not be helped by glasses. 
Fortunately, its susceptibil- 
ity to disease is not in- 
creased. 


Q—I have heard lhat sulfa 


drugs suppress the produc- 
tion of red and white blood 
cells. Could Gantrisin given 
to a child cause leukemia? 


A—No. In leukemia there 


is an overproduction of white 
blood cells.

Q—Is there any home loan 


plan for retired'people that 
lets t h e in get mortgage 
money at lower rates? 


A — L o a n s at 3 per cent, 


and in some cases as low as 
1 per cent, are 
available 


through some little-publicized 
KIIA programs—not speci- 
fically for retirees, or any 
ago g r o u p, but for low- 
income families. A good per- 
centage of t h e s e special- 
program loans have, in fact, 
been made to those 62 and 
older because m a n y older 
couples on restricted retire- 
ment incomes are able to 
qualify for these subsidized 
loans. 


There are loans for home 


purchase, for major repairs 
and modernization and loans 
for refinancing. Not all arc, 
strictly s p e a k i n g , "FHA 
loans." In some cases the 
money is available through 
local' programs lhat draw 
funds from the federal de- 
partment 
of Housing and 


Urban Development (HUD). 


If you're I o o k i n g for a 


purchase loan, "Section 235" 
loans made to families who 
qualify u n d e r the income 
ceilings will in some cases 
bring the interest down to 1 
per cent. The amount of the 
home mortgage can't exceed 
$18,000. however—or $21,000 
in cities designated "high- 
cost areas." 


To qualify for a "Section 


235" loan, "the family's in- 
come can't be more than 135 
per cent of the income ceil- 
ing under which you can get 
occupancy of public housing. 
That figure varies consider- 
ably from one r e g i o n to 
another, and it's best to 
check with a local FHA or 
HUD office on the income 
limits that apply. To give 
you a rough idea, in the New 
York region the 135-pcr cent 
figure can go as high as 
$8,450 a year for a couple. 
In most other parts of the 
country it will-be lower. 


These "Section 235" loans 


are actually made through 
private lenders, at regular 
rates of interest. But if the 
monthly 
payment 
on 
the 


mortgage, taxes and insur- 
ance add up to more than 20 
per cent of the family's in- 
come. HUD makes up the 
difference to the lender—up 
to the point where it's the 
equivalent of a loan at 1 per 
cent i n t e r e s t — and the 
family's payments are cut 
accordingly. 


Where the problem is one 


of major repairs or modern- 
ization, "Section 312" loans 
up to $10,000 lor $14,500 in 
"high-cost areas") are avail- 
able in a good many cities 
where urban r e n e w a l or 
neighborhood 
improvement 


programs 
are under way. 


For these 3 per cent rehabil- 
itation loans you go through 
the director of the local pro- 
«ram, if any. 


Recent legislation has ex- 


tended 
the availability of 


these loans to areas where 
local officials have certified 
that substantial rehabilita- 
tion of h o u s i n g units is 
needed. These are known as 
"certified areas"; again, you 
have to c h e c k with your 
local housing authority to 
find out whether any such 
programs exist. 


Another possibility of the 


"Section 312" p r o g r a m 
makes loans available, under 
the same terms as above, 
lor refinancing one- to four- 
f a m i l y 
owner - occupied 


houses. 
Refinancing, 
with 


these 
low-rate loans, can 


often cut the monthly pay- 
ment appreciably.

Decline and Fall 
of National Council 
of Churches 


A 


pparently time is running out 
for 
that contentious 
and 


noisy organization known as 


the National Council of Churches, 


A UPI week-end dispatch 


reports that leaders of 33 
Protestant 
and 
Orthodox 


denominations are gathering in 
Washington, D. C., to decide 
whether the council "can be 
revived or must be replaced." 


From this layman's viewpoint 


the best solution would be to 
scrub out the old effort entirely— 
and, odds are that is exactly 
whatwillhappen. 


The National Council depends 


for its existence upon con- 
tributions 
from 
affiliated 


churches, and said contributions 
are 
falling 
off drastically 


because the memberships of the 
individual churches are showing 
their displeasure by forbidding 
the use of any part of their 
pledges to support the national 
group. So the council's financing 
has declined to the point where 
its very existence is now 
threatened. 


In some respects the National 


Council of Churches suffers from 
the same bad image incurred by 
the Ford Founation (no relation 
of the motor company). Both are 
tax-exempt and both are accused 
of violating the tax laws by 
thrusting 
themselves 
into

NEW YORK (AP) - Things a 


columnist might never know if 
he didn't open his mail:

Directors of the railroad, part 


of a giant company with assets 
of more than $6.5 billion, said 
they went into court Sunday be- 
cause the line was caught in a 
"severe cash squeeze" and un- 
able to borrow new funds "from 
any source." A last-ditch plan 
for a $200 million government- 
guaranteed 
loan fell through 


last week. 


The bankruptcy petition was 


signed by U.S. District Judge C. 
William Kraft Jr. It was rushed 
to Kraft's suburban home by a 
ohauffeured limousine following 
approval by the 12 directors of 
the Penn Central Transportation 
Co. after a six-hour emergency 
meeting. 


Simply, it meant that the busi- 


ness of the line created early in 
1968 with the merger of the 
Pennsylvania and New York 
Central, was in the hands of the 
court and that the passenger 
and freight trains would keep on 
running.
